THE CAMPAIGN IN ONTARIO. 


The most remarkable feature of this 
campaign has been the eteady growth 
of the opinion that the Liberal party 
aot only maintain, but improve the 
position in Ontario.

The minister of finance, 
thangh ‘favorite gon" of Nova 
Scotia, was not so well known in On- 
terio as Sir Wilirid Laurier. He has 
had tu deal with a subject which the 
*verage citizen regards as rather dry 
if not iorbidding. He has popularized 
the study of tinanee and trade. And 
his manner of handling the subject 
Nspires confidence, 


Mr. Fielding ts hardly the man who 
would be selected to hondle a bad case 
by perverted ingenuity, But his 
straightiorward, businesslike etyle is 
Well adapted for presenting a good 
cate with strength and clearness, and 
the recotd of the dealings of the gov- 
ermment with finance, commerce, and 
induatry is one that looks better the 
more it is inspeeted. It has been as- 
sailed on every side, and assailed in 
vain. Sir Charles Tupper, a formid- 
able eontroversialist, as his foes ad 
mit, attacked the first Fielding tariff 
when it appeared in 1897, predicted 
that it would ruin the industries of 
Canada, and declared that he already 
heard the sorrowful wail of the manu- 
facturers ringing in his ears. The vet-

The Canadian 
government, it was said, ought to have 
exacted from the British government 
un equivalent in the form of a prefer- 
ence on Canadian food’ products, The 
result has destroyed both arguments. 
The preference has improved the posi- 
tion of the British manufacturer in 
Canada. It has improved the position 
of the Canadian iarmer in the British 
market.

The coal dealers have been hamper- 
ed by the car. shortage more or less 
all summer, but the situation has be- 
coe particularly acute this week, | An 
uttempt was made to get C. P, R. cars, 
but that company retuses to let their 
vars be used off their own lines. A 
deputation of coal dealers waited on 
W. A. Brown, general superintendent 
of the western division of the C, N. R. 
on Tuesday, and iaid the matter be- 
tore him, He promised to do all he 
could to relieve the situation and wir- 
ed at once for eighty cars, The trou- 
ble as explained by Mr. Brown is 
that the box cars, which are used for 
coal shipping, are all being used for 
the movement of grain to the lak: 
ports, Until this heavy traffic is re- 
duced, the car problem in Edmonton 
will have little hope of relief. 

May Close the Mines. 

Meanwhile the product of the Ed- 
monton coal mines is being piled up 
in the bunkers and is depreciating. in 
value due to exposure. If the situa- 
tion is not soon relieved the is prob- 
able that the mines may close down 
for a time and a serious setback giv- 
on to Edmonton's most important in- 
dustry,

RURAL MAIL DELIVERY. 

The rural mail delivery system, 
which is being inaugurated in thi 
district, is meeting with a very favor- 
able reception by the farmers The 
delivery wil! be installed within the 
next few days, as the mail boxes are 
now en route from Ottawa, 

Speaking of the inauguration of the 
new system, Post Office Inspector 
Cairns said to the Bulletin yesterday 

“The post office department has in- 
structed me to make arrangements for 
delivery and collection of 


a rural 

mails, At first people residing along 
the line traversed by the regular mail 
carriers or near by will be served. 


Any persons living on or near such a 
rural mail route, and not within a 
quarter of a mile of the city limits or 
any town or village, who desires his 
mail deposited in a box authorized by 
the department at a given point on 
the line of the route by the rural mail 
carriers, may take advantage of the 
opportunity offered. The person wish- 
ing to do so shall erect a post only, 
the department doing the rest. A box 
shall be provided and erected, known 


as the “King Edward” mail box, on 
the roadside, to be located in such a 
manner that the carrier may reach 


the box without dismounting from his 
vehicle or horse. This box can only 
be obtained from the post office de- 
partment. 

The Mail Delivery Boxes: 

Such persons that wish to haye their 
rural mail delivered shall make  ap- 
plication to their post office on forms 
supplied by the department, which 
must be sent in writing, asking for the 
delivery of the mail to the courier er 
postman for deposit at the designated 
point where the owner’s box may be! 


located, This box is eo contrived 
that the position of the box will be 
on a long arm to which it is attached, 


and can be easily changed from lying 
lengthwise on the arm to directly 
across the arm. The arm itself will 
lie along the road in the direction of 
travel. When the box is seen acros 
the end of the arm, it is an indication 
to the courier or owners that the box 
contains mail, while if the box lies 
lengthways along the arm it notities| 
that the box is empty The position 
of the box on the arm can be easily 
changed from lengthways to cross- 
ways. Locks and keys for the boxes 
will be furnished by the department, 
while all the matter deposited in the 
boxes for carriers must be prepaid, 
and will be collected from or delivered 
to these boxes at the expense of the 
department. Each box must be con- 
spieuously painted and upon it must 
have the patron’s name. Persons liv- 
ing off the line of travel by the cour- 
ier can erect a box at the cross road 
or any point on the carrier's route. 
To Address Letters. 

When addressing letters for these 
hoxes it will be almost the same as 
liviag in the city, only instead of giv- 
ing the street, the rural routes will be 
numbered so that the case might he 
John James, Route 1, Clover Bar.
